The machine is a low wing 
monoplane of a type which is being 
built by Airspeed, Limited, of 
Portsmouth, for passenger and air 
mail work with six passengers and 
luggage. It would carry fuel for 
six hours, cruising at a speed of 
143 miles an hour, but the one {n- 
tended for Sir Alan Cobham’s flight 
will have space for only two pas-| 
sengera and is furnished with a 
special fuel supply.

That speech should 
have been made by Grey, but he had 
not the cournge to do it. That was 
typleal of Grey, who always fuiled 
when a firm line was required. 

His colleagues in the Government 
have all borne testimony to his de- 
sire to avert the war when it threa- 
fened to break out. At that mo- 
ment, of all others, a strong man 
was needed at the Foreign Office. 
Appalled by the magnitude of the 
Impending catastrophe, a atrong 
man would have been nerved to firm 
and determined action. Grey. on 
the other hund, was paralysed into 
inactivity, 

He waited on events, hoping that 
they would take a turn for the bet- 
ter. But in a grave eriais events 
always yo the wrong way unless 
they are directed by an unfaltering 
hand behind which 1a a definite pur- 
pose. 

War might have been averted, al- 
most at the the last moment, if 
Germany had been plainly told that 
her invasion of Belgium would bring 
all the resources of the British Em- 
pire into the war against her. She 
would have hesitated to face such a 
combination. 

But whatever may be the ultimate 
verdict of posterity on Lord Grey's 
foreign policy, one thing { am sure
